A Barry woman 
who recently won 
the ‘Italia 

Bombshell’ pageant 
title, is using the 
award as a means 
of publicising a 
cause close to her 
heart. 

Vicky Lang (32), a 
mum-of-two with Italian 
ancestry through her 
father, landed the title at 
a glamorous event in 
Derby in April. 

Later this year, she 
will take part in the Miss 
International Bombshell 
competition in Gibraltar. 
The Bombshell event 
doesn’t have some of the 
restrictions placed on 
competitors in other 
pageants relating to age, 
motherhood, height, or 
dress size. 

Vicky, who has 
survived three brain 
tumours, is now keen to 
publicise the work of the 
Maria Hanson 

Loundation whose 
mission is ‘to make 
special memories for 
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families with uncertain 
futures’. 

Vicky said: “The 
foundation is celebrating 
its 10th anniversary and 
helps terminally ill 
children to go on 
holiday. It is also 
helping war veterans.” 

At the age of just 20 
Vicky had to contend 
with two huge 
challenges: being the 
wife of a soldier sent to 
Iraq and suffering 
serious health problems 
(later diagnosed as brain 
tumours). 

“My husband was in 
the army and when he 
served in Iraq I went to 
live in Germany. I was 
taken poorly with ear 
infections. The doctors 
thought I was suffering 
from depression. 

“Then the tumour 
ruptured and I lost the 
use of my legs and 
couldn’t speak. I was in 
hospital for nine 


months.” 

Lortunately, Vicky 
received excellent care 
in the hospital in 
Germany, but that 
wasn’t the end of her 
trials. She went on to 
suffer meningitis, too - 
the infection had moved 
from her ear, to the brain 
and on to the spine. 

While she was in 
Germany, there was 
little support for wives 
whose husbands had 
been sent to war. The 
family even had to fork 
out to help her husband 
with his kit. 

Vicky was pleased 
last week that the 
Chilcot Report shed 
light on the failings of 
people who led Britain 
to war. 

“The soldiers didn’t 
have the armour they 
needed and this was all 
known beforehand.” 

In the end, the strain 
of war and service life 
led to the breakdown of 
her marriage.

Even in a minor 
collision, if damage has

obliged to seek the 
offended person and if 
unable to, report the 
incident to the police as 
soon as practically 
possible within a time 
limit of 24 hours. 

Most drivers are 
unaware of how serious 
this crime is, apart from 
the obvious personal 
injury factor. Other 
incidents can be very 
minor. 

With the cost of 
vehicle repairs these 
days, and a victim being 
unable to make a claim 
against the perpetrator of 
a scrape, also with most 
vehicle owners having to 
pay an excess on any 
claim, they can be out of 
pocket by a considerable 
amount. 

The person who 
collided with my parked 
car probably thinks they 
have got away with it. 
They are disillusioned, I 
now have all the 
evidence I need.

I N last week’s 
letters page, B 
Hall asked the 
young people of 
Wales to consider 
the economies of 
Greece and Spain 
when reflecting on 
the benefits of EU 
membership. 

It’s revealing, 
however, that he fails to 
mention the many 
success stories of 
northern Europe - such 
as Denmark, Sweden, 
Germany, Ireland, 
Finland, the Netherlands 
and Belgium: countries 
and economies that are 
far more similar to our 
own.

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VALE LEADER’S ANGER AS COUNCILLOR 
CALLS FOR INVESTIGATION INTO THE 
AUTHORITY’S PLANNING DEPARTMENT 


INDEPENDENT Sully councillor 
Kevin Mahoney has called for an 
investigation into the decision 
making of the Vale planning 
department over the traveller site 
in the village. 

It is in the wake of its recommendation 
to send travellers occupying the 
unauthorised site on Hayes Road a letter 
guaranteeing them that “No planning 
enforcement action will be pursued against 
their residential use of the site within the 
subsequent five year period from the date 
of the letter”. 

The Vale Council said this week that it 
could not move the travellers on without an 
alternative site being provided - and 
emphasised that task was under way. The 
site has been occupied since 2012. 

Conn Mahoney told The GEM the 
pledge to people at the site had come in the 
wake of criticism of the Vale’s planning 
department by a Welsh Assembly planning 
inspector for its proposal to turn the site 
and adjacent paddock into a permanent 
traveller camp. 

He said the planning inspector, Mr 
Richard Jenkins, had instructed the Vale to 
immediately delete the proposal from its 
submitted draft LDP due to safety fears 
over residential use in a flood zone. 

Coun Mahoney said; “It is clear that the 
Vale planning department, aided and 
abetted by the Labour administration and 
supported by Conservative councillors on 
the planning committee, have neatly 
sidestepped the Welsh Assembly planning 
inspector’s recommendations with regard 
to the safety of occupation of the site by 
approving this letter. 

“To be frank, I feel that having wasted 
well over four years in promoting the 
ludicrously flawed proposal to include the 
Hayes Road site in the draft local 
development plan despite constant 


warnings about its unsuitability from 
myself, my fellow councillor Bob Penrose 
and Welsh Assembly representatives, to 
issue a letter of this nature is nothing more 
than sidestepping an experienced planning 
inspector’s recommendations, and kicking 
the can down the road for another couple of 
years in order to cover for the failure to 
adequately plan for the site as required. 

He added: “Let’s not forget that this is 
the same planning department that 
ludicrously endorsed and presented to a 
recent planning committee the Taylor 
Wimpey highways assessment on the Sully 
Cog Road development that maintained 
500 new houses would generate just 13 
extra cars on the road at peak rush hour, an 
assertion that would be too laughable if it 
wasn’t so serious in it’s implications. 

“I have had serious concerns for quite 
some time as to the performance of the Vale 
planning department in regards to major 
projects and feel that it is now time for an 
external investigation into the decision 
making and oversight of decisions within 
the department.” 

‘PROVISION’ 

A spokesman for the Vale Council said it 
was not correct to say the inspector called 
for the site to be removed over ‘safety 
fears’. 

“Welsh Government affords gypsies 
and travellers special planning policy 
considerations as they are considered to be 
a vulnerable minority group. Accordingly, 
the council is required by law to make 
provision for their needs. 

“In preparing the new Local 
Development Plan, the council had sought 
to allocate the Hayes Road site as its formal 
managed gypsy and traveller site. While 
aware of issues surrounding the access to 
the site and the potential risk of flooding, 
we were encouraged by both Welsh 
Government officials and its statutory 
advisors. Natural Resources Wales, to 
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Coun Kevin Mahoney. 

demonstrate that these issues could be 
mitigated. 

“Accordingly a flood consequence 
assessment was commissioned. This 
satisfied the concerns of NRW but not 
those of the Welsh Government officials 
and the Inspector. 

“However, it is not correct to say that he 
called for the site to be removed over 
‘safety fears’. Rather it was a matter of 
planning policy that he believed was not 
being interpreted correctly. 

“As the site at Hayes Road is owned by 
the council it is not possible to simply 
move the travellers on as there is, at 
present, no alternative site on which to 
accommodate them. 

“In light of the inspector’s decision we 
are working to find an alternative site that 
also accommodates the needs of the Hayes 
Road community. 

“While this work is ongoing we have 
proposed a short term toleration of the 


continued occupation of the Hayes Road 
site. 

“This approach was considered in detail 
by the council's cabinet in June and 
subsequently fully scmtinised and debated 
by the ‘environment and regeneration’ and 
‘housing and safe communities’ scmtiny 
committees where planning officers were 
available to respond to all questions put to 
them.” 

‘POLITICAL FOOTBALL’ 

Coun Neil Moore, Leader of the Vale 
Council, said Coun Mahoney’s attack was 
disappointing. 

“It is concerning, but perhaps, not 
surprising that Coun Mahoney should 
launch such a tirade through the press. It is 
also a travesty that he should turn critical 
issues relating to the housing and well¬ 
being of a group of people into a pohtical 
football. 

“It is also disappointing as Coun 
Mahoney had an opportunity to participate 
at two scmtiny committees to have his say. 
He did so at the meeting of the environment 
and regeneration scmtiny. 

“At that meeting, officers representing 
the planning team acted professionally, 
were very thorough in their responses, and 
were able to provide clarification and 
answers to every question raised. 

“It is also relevant to confirm that the 
members of the committee agreed with the 


recommendations being proposed and did 
not agree with the sentiments expressed by 
Coun Mahoney. In fact, members praised 
the officers for the work they had carried 
out and commended them on their 
professionalism under such a verbal attack 
by the councillor.” 

Coun Moore said; “Perhaps that is why 
Coun Mahoney did not participate in the 
subsequent meeting of the housing and safe 
communities scrutiny meeting, which I find 
extremely strange, given his latest 
protestations. It would have been far more 
appropriate for him to articulate his 
concerns in a professional manner when the 
matter was debated for a second time and 
where the committee again agreed 
unanimously with the recommendations. 
Clearly on that occasion he preferred to 
watch from the pubhc gallery and not take 
an active role, rather than try to make his 
points through the pages of local 
newspapers.” 

Coun Moore stressed he had full 
confidence in his officers, that the planning 
department had an excellent record as one 
of the best planning authorities in Wales and 
he had no intention of carrying out an 
investigation into their performance. He 
added that if Coun Mahoney wanted to 
make a complaint through the proper 
channels, he could do so, but that he should 
not “besmirch officers through the press”.

Barry librarys £100^000 
upgrade to learning hub 


CONSTRUCTION work is 
now underway on a 
£100,000 investment into 
Barry library that will see a 
state-of-the-art adult 
learning centre established 
and the building 
transformed, into a learning 
hub for the Vale of 
Glamorgan.

employability skills, English for 
Speakers of Other Languages 
(ESOL) to English and maths 
courses for those who want to 
improve their skills for life and 
work - all at the same location. 

The start of improvement 
works being undertaken will 
require Barry library to close for 
two weeks between July 18 and 
August 1. 

During this period library 
users will still be able to return 
borrowed items to the Art 
Central entrance of the Town 


Hall. Library users will also be 
able to return their books or 
access the full range of library 
services at all other Vale 
libraries. 

A limited number of 
computers will also be available 
to library users at both the Open 
Learning Centre, Kendrick Road 
and Palmerston Learning Centre, 
Cadoc Crescent. 

All of the planned 
improvements are due to be 
completed by November 2016 
and all new facilities to be up 
and running in time to mark the 
ten year anniversary of the 
renovation work that previously 
brought the town hall building 
back to life.

AT the age of 14 
months, Summer 
Kansiray from 
Ogmore Vale was 
diagnosed with a 
Wilms’ tumour, a 
rare form of kidney 
cancer, in her left 
kidney. 

She endured six 
months of treatment at 
Cardiff’s University 
Hospital of Wales, 
before having the organ 
removed in a bid to 
eliminate the cancer. 
Unfortunately, Summer 
then relapsed and the 
cancer returned in her 
right kidney six weeks 
later, which also had to 
be taken out. 

Summer then spent 
over two and a half 
years on a dialysis 
machine at home, which 
carried out the function 
the kidneys would have 
played. She received 
treatment for up to 14 
hours every night, and 
was only allowed to 
drink 240ml of water 
every 24 hours. 

In 2012, at the age of 
four years old. Summer 
and her mother Joanne 
received the news they 
had been waiting for - 
there was an organ 
available for Summer 
and she received a 
kidney transplant. 

Shortly after the 
kidney transplant 
operation, doctors 
noticed that Summer’s 
body was fighting to 
reject the foreign kidney 
and advised that the 
four-year-old began 
taking 

immuno suppre s si ve 
medication, to help 
prevent her body from 
rejecting the new kidney 
any further. 

After months of 
treatment in hospital. 
Summer was finally 
discharged and was sent 
home to recover with 
her family. 

However, in August 
2015 Summer’s 
transplanted organ 
unexpectedly failed, and 
now at the age of eight. 
Summer is back on 
dialysis once again. She 
is currently receiving 
peritoneal dialysis 
treatment which her 
mother, Joanne carries 
out for her at home each 
evening for 11 hours, 
seven nights a week. 

Summer is now 
waiting patiently to go 
back onto the waiting 
list and the search for a 
donor continues. 

Joanne said: “When 
we realised that 


Summer’s transplanted 
kidney was failing, we 
were devastated. 
Summer is so young and 
has been through so 
much already, but 
seeing her deal with this 
latest blow, I really 
couldn’t be more proud 
of her. 

“She is a fighter and 
the fact that she is 
taking part once again in 
this year’s Cardiff 2K 
family run, although 
often coming in last 
place, proves just how 
strong and committed 
she is! 

“The Kidney Wales 
Foundation have been 
there for us every step 
of the way, providing a 
huge amount of 
emotional support. The 
best thing we can do to 
show our gratitude is to 
raise awareness and 
show our wholehearted 
support by participating 
in the 2K and lOK 
events and raising funds 
for the charity that will 
remain a huge part of all 
our lives.” 

Last year’s Cardiff 
lOK saw a record 
number of 5,000 runners 
take to the streets of 
Cardiff and raise a 
record sum for race 
organisers Kidney 
Wales. 

Roy Thomas, Chief 
Executive of Kidney 
Wales, said: “At Kidney 
Wales we have stood by 
the Kansiray family 
from day one and so 
hearing the news that 
Summer’s body had 
rejected the new kidney 
was utterly heart¬ 
breaking. 

“Unfortunately, many 
families across Wales 
are going through 
situations very similar to 
Summer, and at Kidney 
Wales we rely on the 
outstanding fundraisers 
who take on the Cardiff 
lOK each year to help 
support these families 
through their hardships. 

“ I want to thank 
everyone who is raising 
money and taking part 
this year, he added.” 

Registration for the 
2016 Cardiff 2K and 
lOK events on 
September 11 is now 
open and people of all 
ages and abilities are 
encouraged to get 
involved with the iconic 
city centre road race.

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CHURCH IN WALES DRONES 
IN LOCAL BURIAL GROUNDS 


TO the nine choirs 
of angels, the 
Church in Wales 
has added another 
rank - drones\ 

For hundreds of 
years, the maintenance 
of burial records has 
been confined to written 
registers and books, 
together with hand 
drawn maps and plans - 
but that’s about to 
change thanks to the 
latest in cutting edge 
technology. 

In a pilot project for 
Llandaff Diocese, four 
parishes are deploying 
unmanned aerial 
vehicles (UAVs) more 
commonly known as 
aerial drones, as part of 
a new mapping system, 
which will enable 
people to find graves 
more easily. 

Images taken by the 
drones will be 
combined with 
photographs of 
headstones and scans of 
handwritten records 
going back hundreds of 
years. 

The four churches 
trialling the system are 
St Nicholas’ Church, St 
Nicholas; St 
Augustine’s Church, 
Penarth; Holy Trinity 
Church, Ystrad Mynach 
and St Mary’s Church, 
Glyntaff, Pontypridd. 

The project is being 
carried out by Atlantic 
Geomatics using their 
Burial Ground

software. 

Sarah Perons, care of 
churches advisor said: 
“The main aim of the 
system is to make 
churchyards more easily 
manageable for parishes 
but it will also provide a 
vehicle for historical 
information and allow 
easy access to family 
history. 

“The use of drones in 
the survey has the 
added benefit of 
enabling us to check the 


condition of our church 
buildings without 
having to erect 
scaffolding.” 

If successful, the 
project may be rolled 
out to more parishes 
across the diocese in the 
future. 

Pupils from St 
Nicholas Church in 
Wales Primary School 
were involved in the 
project, by helping to 
photograph headstones 
in their local 
churchyard. 


Atlantic Geomatics 
say the maps would also 
show how much space 
remains in churchyards 
to help local authorities 
plan for the future. 

Tim Viney, MD of 
Atlantic Geomatics 
said; “Virtually no 
churches have mapping 
of their churchyard and 
often their registers are 
not backed up so there 
is a great risk of things 
being lost. 

“Our system not only 
maps the churchyard. 


but protects the heritage 
for future generations 
and it means the 
records are easily 
accessible. 

“Under the system, 
churches will be able 
to maintain the map 
themselves, so if 
there is a funeral and 
burial, they can add 
the details 
themselves.” 

Llandaff Diocese is 
the first diocese in 
Wales to trial the 
scheme.

A S the EU referendum 
and its result is the 
most important event to 
happen to the UK for 50 
years, if not longer, I feel it’s 
important to continue the 
debate. 

Mr Bradshaw in his letter (The 
GEM, July 7) repeats the canard that 
we are governed by “unelected, 
unaccountable, irremoveable (sic), 
unrecognisable politicians in 
Brussels”. 

I can only assume he did not vote 
in the last EU elections for one of the 
four Welsh MEPs who were all 
elected on the basis of proportional 
representation, so that they accurately 
reflected the voting patterns and 
percentages of the people of Wales, 
which is something that most Welsh 
MPs elected to the House of 
Commons signally failed to achieve! 

I would further assume that he has 
not been in correspondence with his 
MEPs over any of the many vital 
issues covering the environment, 
workers right’s, TTIP, or other pan- 
European issues - or, more topically 
EU wide reductions in roaming 
charges made when operators were 
forced to by our ‘unelected’ EU 
parliament to reduce them, issues that 
really matter to the living standards 
and well being of the people of the 
country. 

I have written many letters on these 
and other subjects to my elected 
MEPs and, with the exception of the 


UKIP MEP, who only wants to tell me 
to leave the EU, I’ve never failed to 
receive courteous, well presented, 
replies, just as I get from my MP 
when I write to him over UK issues. 

I would ask Mr Harris (The GEM, 
July 7) to be specific about his 
comment that: “It is the vast number 
of people who have arrived or are 
trying to arrive, illegally (his word) 
with no means of supporting 
themselves and expect to be housed 
and supported by us.” 

Ill-informed views have seen an 
increase in hate crime since the 
referendum result was announced and 
used to make guest workers the reason 
for the lack of housing, schooling and 
health services. 

One statistic to consider: since 
2010, the amount of GNP spent on the 
NHS has reduced from 9 per cent at 
the time of the 2010 election to 6 per 
cent now, which was the level it was 
when the Conservatives were kicked 
out in 1997.

I T was no 
surprise that 
Alun Cairns 
MP’s meeting last 
Friday in 
Cowbridge was so 
well attended, as so 
many of us have 
had enough of 
experts.

Seventy per cent of 
the under-25s, those 
who are most likely to

under-25s voted. 

At the meeting, we 
heard from a 
grandfather who voted

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GRASSES FOR GARDENS 


UGUST is usually 
the month when 
most of us go on 
holiday and leave our 
gardens to fend for 
themselves. 

A little thought before you go, 
and some tender loving care 
when you return, will be enough 
to make sure that you can go 
away without worrying about all 
of your hard gardening work 
going to waste. 

If you travel a fair amount, 
then it might be worth 
considering some plants that need 
slightly less watering but still 
look impressive in flower beds 
and borders, such as ornamental 
grasses. 

They provide texture, character 
and form to any garden and 
develop through the seasons, as 
bright and colourful foliage is 
joined by graceful swaying 
flower heads that last well into 
winter. 

In large borders, grasses can be 
planted in bold groups or striking 
drifts, but many varieties perform 
well in large patio pots, 
positioned where their individual 
shape and arching form can be 
fully appreciated. 

Popular grasses for pots 
include compact Blue Fescue 
Grass or taller varieties such as 
Zebra Grass. By positioning 
grasses close to paths and seating 
areas you can run your hands 
over their feathery foliage and 
flowers as you pass, and taller 
grasses such as the show stopper 


Golden Oats add movement to 
otherwise static displays. 

Ornamental grasses offer great 
value and variety and are Plants 
of the Moment in garden centres 
around the UK this month. 

For August watering and 
summer pruning are key - as the 
experts will tell you... 

August is usually one of the 
hottest months of the year - 
making watering essential. Try to 
use grey water wherever possible, 
especially as water butts may be 
running low if it has been a dry 
summer. August is traditionally 
holiday-time, so you might need 
to enlist the help of friends and 
family to look after the garden 
while you are away. 

When you are at home, take 
the time to prune summer¬ 
flowering shrubs. 

RHS 

HIGH summer is the best time 
to get outside and enjoy the 
garden - just remember to keep 
everything watered. However, 
Wisteria needs pruning twice a 
year, in August and again in 
January to ensure good growth 
and flowers next year. 

It’s also the ideal month to take 
cuttings of woody herbs, such as 
rosemary, sage and lavender - 
making sure you take new growth 
that hasn’t flowered this year. 

Don’t forget to trim lavender 
after it finishes flowering, to 
encourage bushy new growth in 
the spring. If you don’t prune 
them, they will look bare and 
woody next year.

THE hour of hard work is at 
hand for the owner of a spring 
meadow garden, as the flowers 
have, by now, ripened seed. 

If the skills are available, cut it 
with a scythe; otherwise, a range 
of options present themselves, 
such as the disc mower, the 
wheeled scythe and the cord 
trimmer, depending on the scale 
of the operation. 

Don’t chop it up, but cut it all 
off cleanly at the base, then let it 
lie for a few days to allow the 
insect life to return to the earth. 

Country Life 

IF you grow your own, make 
sure you water consistently, as 
irregular watering can lead to 
problems with blossom end rot 
in tomatoes, splitting of root 
vegetables and flower dropping 
in runner beans. 

Weeds can also compete with 
vegetables for water, so make 
sure you remove them regularly 
by hoeing. You can still sow 
quick maturing salad crops, such 
as summer lettuce, radish, rocket, 
sorrel, chicory and fennel in the 
south of England. 

Elsewhere, sow green manures, 
such as crimson clover and Italian 
ryegrass, to act as a soil improver 
and to cover bare areas. When 
dug in, they conserve nutrients 
and improve soil texture. 

Rooted strawberty runners can 
be planted out and it’s time to 
prune nectarines, apricots and 
peaches after they have fruited 
and plums, gages and damsons 
immediately after they have been 
harvested.

revenge, treachery and 
passion and Katherine 
Cole’s songwriting is at 
its best here. There’s a 
Les Mis quality and 
intensity to the pieces 
she writes for tli*ee or 
four voices. 

The minus to the 
show is that setting up 
Blodeuwedd’s story 
takes too long. There is 
a case for cutting a 
couple of songs. For 
instance, the five 
magicians get two 
comedy numbers in the 
show, and I think that 
‘Wild Woman Child’ - a 
rock pastiche in act 
two - worked far better 
than ‘Magic Maidens’ - 
the one in the first half. 

It would be a cruel 
cut, because the 
magicians: Iain Scott, 
Steven Evans, Michael 
Jarrod, Greg Dummer 
and Brynley Stone, are 
all very good. 

Taking the show as a 
whole, all the main 
performers get a chance 
to shine. Aled Lloyd 
Rees has a hard job 
making Llewellyn 
likeable, but his voice 
gets stronger and 
stronger as the show 
progresses. Anna-Ffion 
Cole sings the tragic 
Sioned’s songs 
beautifully, while Tara 


Camm is in turn 
charming and capricious 
as Blodeuwedd, with a 
really strong voice. 

Another strong voice 
belongs to Nico Lee 
Walters, as Gronw, 
whose appearance in act 
two sparks the real 
drama. 

There were also some 
fine vocal performances 
from Eleni Young, as 
Merlin’s daughter, who 
acts as the narrator, and 
from Eleanor Thome 
and Daniel Hill, as the 
young Sioned and 
Llewellyn. 

Finally, the show is 
called I Merlin and 
Daniel Lambert is a 
constant presence as 
Merlin, adopting a ‘70s 
rock-star look, 
commenting on the 
action, speaking with an 
impressive deep 
booming baritone, and 
sometimes in an 
unfeasibly low growl. 
On balance, I didn’t 
care for the growl. 

It would be great to 
see this show attract 
further interest. Like 
Sondheim’s Into The 
Woods, it needs plenty 
of good singers, but 
Wales is blessed in that 
regard. Further 
incarnations of I Merlin 
could be very 
interesting.

Ghostbusters reboot 
slice of summer fun 


EBOOTS 
(or remakes) 
are part and 
parcel of the 
Hollywood 
furniture - yet few 
have been met with 
quite the level of 
opposition as that 
of Ghostbusters. 

The 1984 original is 
one of the most beloved 
films of the last 50 
years or so, so when it 
was announced that 
Paul Eeig (Spy, 
Bridesmaids) was to 
helm an all-female cast, 
the internet descended 
into what the original 
film would describe as 
‘Eire and brimstone 
coming down from the 
skies! Rivers and seas 
boiling! Eorty years of 
darkness! Earthquakes, 
volcanoes... The dead 
rising from the grave! 
Human sacrifice, dogs 
and cats living 
together...’ In short, the 
very essence of mass 
hysteria! 

Things weren’t 
helped by a patchy first 
trailer that made it into 
YouTube's top 20 most 
disliked videos; 
however the proof of 
the pudding is in the 
tasting - and 
Ghostbusters is ready to 
be tasted. 

It tells the story of 
Erin Gilbert (Kristen 
Wiig) and Abby Yates 
(Melissa McCarthy), 
who write a book that 
suggests that ghosts are 
real. A few years later, 
Gilbert lands a 
prestigious teaching 
position at Columbia 
University, but when 
her book resurfaces she 
is laughed out of the 
university. 

However, when 
ghosts invade 
Manhattan, Gilbert 
reunites with Yates and 
they team up with 
Jillian Holtzmann (Kate 
McKinnon) and subway 
worker Patty Tolan 
(Leslie Jones) to battle 
a mysterious demon 
known as Rowan (Neil 
Casey) who can 
exercise control over 
human forms... 

This may shock you, 
but internet fans aren’t 
always right. Though 
they may bang their 
keyboards in fury and 
(un)righteous anger, 
what they think is best 


is very rarely what 
actually is best (Snakes 
On A Plane a prime 
example). 

So it may be 
frustrating for these 
keyboard warriors that 
Ghostbusters isn’t the 
horrific, disastrous 
monstrosity that they 
were hoping for - in 
fact it’s a quite 
serviceable action 
comedy that has many 
good points, and only a 
few bad ones. 

While the shadow of 
the original hangs 
heavy over proceedings 
(not helped by the use 
of Ray Parker Jr’s 
addictive theme tune at 
the start), once it 
spreads its wings and 
starts to fly it really 
soars. 

The least appealing 
thing about the film, 
ironically, is the nods 
and winks to the 
Ghost(buster)s of films 
past; while a neat touch 
of nostalgia and a tip of 
the hat, it also feels 
redundant having 
created a new universe 
- and will no doubt be 
used as a stick to beat 
and chastise the 
filmmakers with across 
social media for those 
who have been against 
this film from the start. 

But there is so much 
more that is appealing 
about the film that 
outweighs the minor 
frustrations; the cast are 
superb, parlaying their 
chemistry into 
something that makes 
you engage with them 
and all have their 
moments to shine. 

The standout turns 
come from Kate 
McKinnon’s Holtzmann 
(an unhinged and crazy 
genius) and Chris 
Hemsworth’s Kevin, the 
team’s muscly yet 
brain-dead receptionist. 
Hemsworth’s touch for 
comedy is superb and 
here he threatens to nab 
the film away from his 
co-stars at every turn, 
however the team’s 
dynamic makes for a 
hugely satisfying watch. 

There are also clever 
little nods to the film’s 
somewhat contentious 
gestation, with several 
references to the 
internet hate directed at 
Eeig and the cast, 
notably when the 
videos of the team’s 
bustin’ exploits are met 



with derision online - 
“You shouldn’t be 
reading this stuff, it’s 
just a list of what crazy 
people write in the 
middle of the night 
online”. 

The villain of the 
piece, Neil Casey’s 
Rowan, is a creepy set¬ 
up that lacks any 
further exploration, 
which is a shame but 
luckily the film pivots 
on the mayhem he 
creates rather than the 
character itself, the 
results of which are 
both clever and well- 
realised. 

Director Paul Eeig 
has shown that he has a 
far broader palette than 
merely comedy, as 
evidenced by last year’s 
Spy, and here he

manages to balance the 
funny and the action 
incredibly well. The 
former no doubt 
requires tight 
marshalling given the 
cast’s ability for 
improv, and while not 
every line is a zinger, 
it’s still more than 
humorous enough, 
while the latter is 
tremendously well 
done, the ghost-packed 
climax stunningly 
realised, even if it does 
lack real stakes or bite. 

It’s hard not to be 
won over by the film’s 
energy and likeability, 
retaining the original 
film’s sense of fun and 
excitement - but, most 
importantly, 
Ghostbusters creates its 
own rules and sets up 
its own universe to 
make it stand on its 
own two feet. Looks 
like the internet was 
wrong again... 

VERDICT -A 
satisfyingly enjoyable 
burst of blockbuster 
fun, Ghostbusters is a 
really entertaining 
watch. The cast are all 
strong, Paul Eeig’s 
direction impressive, 
and while nods to the 
original grate slightly, 
its ability to fend for 
itself makes it well 
worth your time. 
Recommended.

cardiomyopathy, a hole 
in the heart and other 
heart-related conditions.

Portugal break our hearts... but the future 
is brighter than ever for Welsh football 




HE mood in 
the 

aftermath of 
Wales' Euro 2016 
semi-final defeat to 
eventual winners 
Portugal was best 
summed up by a 
fan leaving the 


Stade de Lyon that 
evening - “I 
couldn't be happier 
if we'd won the 
game.” 

It's a statement that 
goes against the grain a 
little bit; after all 
football fans and 
players are programmed 


to view defeats in this 
manner with anger, 
frustration and sadness 
- yet the only tears on 
display would certainly 
have been ones of joy 
and pride rather than 
disappointment and 


recrimination. 

It nails the reason 
why Wales have been 
such a breath of fresh 
air in this tournament, 
and off the pitch; the 
early 'happy-to-be-there' 
mentality disguised a 
steely resolve in the 
playing squad and 
management that we 
weren't purely there to 
make up the numbers, 
that we weren't a team 
benefitting from 
UEFA's largesse in 
increasing the size of 
the competition. 

Prior to the 

tournament Wales were 
accused of being 'Bale 
+ 10', a 'one-man team', 
and while the Real 
Madrid star makes a 
huge difference to the 
team, it was inspiring to 
see players step up to 
the plate and deliver 
when they needed to. 

The likes of Hal 
Robson Kanu, Joe Allen 
and Aaron Ramsey all 
came of age in this 
tournament and took 
control when teams 
denied Bale the space 
needed to work his 
magic. 

As the tournament 
wore on there was the 
palpable sense that 
maybe, just maybe, we 
could be in the running 
to lift the trophy, and 
after that 3-1 win over 
Belgium that belief 
dribbled its way down 
to the supporters. 

Of course, Portugal 
put the spanner in the 
works, but neither the 
players nor the manager 
himself allowed 
themselves to be 
downhearted; 
disappointed perhaps, 
that Portugal's nous and 
game management 
ultimately proved to be 


the decisive factor, but 
that comes with 
experience and this 
Welsh team, already 
having built a 
remarkably powerful 
chemistry and team 
ethic, now have that 
under their belt. 

As Chris Coleman 
remarked after the 
game: “As much as I've 
told them that they 
should be proud of 
themselves, the nation 
is proud of them, they're 
still devastated. That 
speaks volumes for 
them and they'll get 
stronger from this 
experience. I always 
thought that whenever 
the time was to bow out 
it would hurt, but I 
didn't expect it to hurt 
this much. It was just 
one game too far for 
us.” 

Gareth Bale, who 
worked hard to try and 
get the team back into 
the game, said: “We 
fought until the last 
second and we are sorry 
we couldn't get to the 
final, but we gave it 
everything. It's been an 
amazing journey. We 
look forward to the 
future.” 

Bale’s excitement at 
what the future holds 
should be shared by 
everyone; after all, this 
success can be a 
springboard to even 
more success and, 
hopefully, qualification 
for the 2018 World Cup 
in Russia. 

The road to Russia 
begins on September 4 
at home to Moldova, 
and with a group that 
sees Wales also pitted 
against the Republic of 
Ireland, Austria, Serbia 
and Georgia, hopes are 
high that having 
banished the hoodoo of 
qualifying for a major 
tournament with such 


force, their first 
qualification for a 
World Cup in 60 years 
is more than achievable; 
there is the caveat that 
this will likely be Chris 
Coleman's last 
qualifying campaign as 
manager, but hopefully 
he'll be signing off in 
Russia rather than 
before a Wales-less 
tournament begins. 

What is interesting is 
where those qualifying 
games will be played. 
With interest in the 
national team at an all- 
time high, there is a 
suggestion that games 
will be moved to the 
Principality Stadium; 
while it may be 
tempting to the FAW to 
monetise this goodwill, 
it would be, in my 
opinion, a foolhardy 
step. 

The Cardiff City 
Stadium has become a 
fortress for this team, 
and a full house of 
33,000 would be far 
more intimidating for 
away sides than 50,000 
(at best) in the 
Principality Stadium. 

Add into that the 
players themselves 
expressing their 
preference for the CCS, 
and it seems a no- 
brainer to keep the 
games in the smaller 
(but far more suitable) 
stadium. 

Success also creates 
money, and having 
made a profit of just 
£20,000 last year, now 
the FAW return home 
from France with £14.5 
million in their back 
pocket. What is pivotal 
now is for this money to 
be reinvested not just in 
the national team, but 


all age groups of the 
national set-up and in 
coaching and grassroots 
football. 

In 2014, Wales had 
277 A-licence coaches 
and 66 Pro-licence 
coaches; with the 
money earned from 
these Euro exploits, the 
ability to roll out even 
more schemes to engage 
those wanting to coach 
can only be a good 
thing, while creating the 
right environment for 
youngsters to learn the 
fundamentals of the 
game should also be 
high on the list of 
priorities. 

The achievements of 
the team in France are a 
foundation on which so 
much can be built, both 
on and off the field, and 
the future of Welsh 
football is brighter than 
it's ever been. 

Often our national 


football team in this 
country feels 
marginalised by the 
achievements of those 
who play with the oval 
ball, their Grand Slams 
and Six Nations titles 
overshadowing a team 
who have all too often 
battled bravely but 
come up short. 

The achievements of 
this group of players 
will go a long way to 
even up that disparity - 
only the coldest of 
hearts would fail to be 
moved and engaged by 
what this squad has 
accomplished in France, 
and most excitingly of 
all, the potential of what 
it can achieve in the 
future. 

We've been Together, 
Stronger throughout this 
entire campaign - let's 
hope we stay that way 
and look towards a 
brighter future for
